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King Vitamin Takes Command at January 


Monthly Meeting 


Results of Extensive Research to Be Presented 


As a fitting inaugural of the year 1944, 


the members of the Chicago Dental. 


Society will be privileged to hear Dr. 
Arvin W. Mann of Birmingham, Ala- 
bama. His subject will be, “Clinical 
Oral Manifestations of B Complex De- 
ficiency Diseases.” This meeting will 
take place Tuesday evening, January 25, 
in the Red Lacquer Room of the Palmer 
House. 


ESSAYIST 


Dr. Mann is a research associate in 
the Nutritional Clinic at the Hillman 
Hospital in Birmingham. He is a grad- 
uate of Western Reserve University from 
which institution he received his B.S. 
degree in 1930 and his D.D.S. de- 
gree two years later. Before joining the 
Hillman Hospital Staff, he was a mem- 
ber of the Cleveland Dental Society and 
served as general chairman of its famous 
Spring Clinic last year. He has con- 
tributed liberally to the literature. In 
addition to his research studies into oral 
lesions associated with vitamin deficiency, 
he has delved into the intricate problem 
of nutrition as it affects the teeth. In 
conjunction with Tom D. Spies, M.D., 
he published an article in the Journal of 
Dental Research, a few years ago, rela-

tive to dental caries, in which he reported 
that patients with evidence of deficiency 
diseases had a low incidence of dental 
caries and correspondingly low numbers 
of oral lactobacilli. 


MOUTH LESIONS 


Dr. Mann’s paper at the Chicago 
meeting will emphasize the importance 
of early recognition by the dentist of 
mouth lesions which are apt to occur in 
the course of vitamin deficiency diseases. 
Knowledge gained in the Nutritional 
Clinic of the Hillman Hospital has been 
a material aid in the recognition of pre- 
viously undiscovered deficiency diseases. 
Dr. Mann believes that every dentist 
should be able to recognize abnormal- 
ities in the mouth, especially the lesions 
that are the forerunner of these diseases, 
and refer such cases to the family physi- 
cian for diagnosis and treatment before 
they progress to an advanced stage. 

Animal experimentation at the Hill- 
man Hospital has been invaluable also 
in studying the effect of these diseases on 
the oral tissues. 

Dr. Mann will illustrate his lecture 
with kodachrome slides depicting many 
of the lesions that come from these de- 
ficiencies. 
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The judging of the various papers 
submitted to the Chicago Dental Society 
for competition in the Third Annual 
Prize Essay Contest has been completed 
and Dr. Irving Glickman of Boston, 
Massachusetts, has been voted the first 
award. Two essays were selected for 
honorable mention; they were submitted 
by Dr. Josef J. Samors of Chicago, Illi- 
nois, and Dr. Joseph P. Weinmann and 
Dr. Harry Sicher, also of Chicago. The 
papers were passed upon by a prelim- 
inary judging committee in Chicago and 
those chosen for final judging were for- 
warded to the University of Michigan, 
where a committee of the faculty was 
appointed to make the final decision. 
The papers were graded on the following 
points: (1) general usefulness, (2) scien- 
tific accuracy, (3) organization of paper, 
(4) technics of writing, (5) logic of con- 
clusions, and (6) bibliographic form. 


PRIZE WINNER 


The prize winning paper is entitled 
Systemic Influences on Bone Changes in 
Periodontoclasia. The author recognizes 
three concepts concerning the etiology of 
periodontoclasia—one that it results from 


a local inflammatory process produced — 


by irritants in the oral cavity, another 
that it originates as a non-inflammatory 
bone atrophy or degeneration which re- 
sults from systemic influences, and a 
third that maintains there is a combined 
type resulting from both local and sys- 
temic factors. He points out that the 
above concepts have been derived from 
human autopsy material and that no 
animal experimentation has been con- 
ducted to determine the extent to which 
systemic influences actually alter the 
effect of inflammation in the gingival 
crevice upon the underlying bone. In 
the experiments he conducted Dr. Glick-

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man produced a local inflammation in 
the gingival crevice of the white rats by 
inserting amalgam between the mandib- 
ular molars. The animals were then fed 
various diets to determine the effect of 
nutritional deficiency upon the alveolar 
structures. Microscopic study revealed a 
marked difference between the jaws of 
the group fed deficient diets as compared 
to the group fed the normal diet. 

Dr. Glickman is assistant professor of 
orak pathology and instructor in clinical 
dentistry at Tufts Dental School. 


HONORABLE MENTION 


Dr. Josef J. Samors, who is an instruc- 
tor in the Department of Oral Surgery 
and Pathology at the University of IIli- 
nois, College of Dentistry, received hon- 
orable mention for his essay entitled An 
Experimental Study of Giant-Cells; With 
Special Reference to Giant-Cell Tumors 
of the Mouth. 

Dr. Joseph P. Weinmann, assistant 
professor of oral pathology and research 
at Loyola University, and Dr. Harry 
Sicher, associate professor of anatomy, 
histology and research at Loyola Univer- 
sity, collaborated on the second paper 
to receive honorable mention which is 
entitled Bone Growth and Tooth Move- 
ment. 

Dr. Glickman will be awarded the 
prize of $500.00 at the first general ses- 
sion of the Midwinter Meeting at which 
time he will read his paper. 

The Essay Contest is sponsored by the 
Chicago Dental Society for the purpose 
of stimulating research in dentistry. The 
number and scope of essays which have 
been submitted during the three years 
that the contest has existed indicates that 
this purpose is being fulfilled. 
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EDITORIAL 


MIDWINTER MEETING REVIVES NEGRO PROBLEM 


Again the Chicago Dental Society has received requests from Negro 
dentists practicing in southern states for permission to register at our 
Midwinter Meeting. These men, despite the fact that they are college 
graduates, have successfully passed licensing examinations, and are con- 
ducting ethical dental practices, are denied the privilege of attending 
the meeting because of a technicality in our by-laws which stipulates that 
dentists who register for the meeting must be members of the American 
Dental Association or a recognized foreign dental society. Negro dentists 
in twenty-two states are not elected to membership in the American Den- 
tal Association. The Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental Society, 
as indicated in a letter published elsewhere in this issue, has referred this 
problem to the Membership Committee of the A.D.A., where it properly 
belongs as it is basically a national and not a local issue. 


The American Dental Association thus is given an opportunity to 
demonstrate the spirit of democracy in its rightful interpretation. A war is 
now being fought for the principles which true democracy embodies and 
the Negro race is being asked to shoulder a portion of the war’s responsi- 
bilities. If this war is won for democracy, as we believe it will be, the 
Negro race should gain in all sections of this democratic country the 
opportunities to which our ideology in government entitles it. 


There should be equal educational and professional opportunities for 
all races and creeds, especially in matters that concern the nation’s health. 
Conversations with several representative members of southern state soci- 
eties, at the last meeting of the House of Delegates, lead us to believe 
that the southern members of the A.D.A. are aware of the problem and 
are amenable to its solution. What is needed is initiative in undertaking 
an impartial, scientific study and developing a just plan of treatment. 
Perhaps the rectification may be the formation of component societies in 
the south or the affiliation of the National Dental Association (the Negro 
dental society) with the American Dental Association. 


The American Medical Association has an analogous situation which 
it is not meeting. The Membership Committee of the A.D.A. has an 
opportunity to study the problem and to pioneer in its soluion. Eventually 
this issue must be faced squarely and an equitable adjustment found. 
Ostrich tactics will not supply the answer.—Robert G. Kesel.

We have been un- 
able to grant these requests because of 
constitutional requirements. As you 
know, our Constitution and By-Laws re- 
quire that a dentist be a member in good 
standing of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation in order to register at our Mid- 
winter Meetings. These Negro dentists 
who desire the privilege of attending our 
meetings are not members of the A.D.A. 
because the component societies in many 
of the southern states prohibit them from 
becoming members. 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society at its meeting December 
21 reviewed this problem and voted to 
refer it to the Membership Committee of 
the American Dental Association to 
study and to determine if some plan 
can be evolved whereby these men can 
become affiliated with the A.D.A.

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struction. By this method, with the abutment teeth prepared, a single elastic 
impression and wax bite is taken, and from this the entire bridge is constructed 
during absence of the patient. There is a saving of half the chair time when 
bridges are made by this method. The bridge (abutment and all) is cast in one 
piece, as easily as a single inlay. There is, therefore, a considerable saving of time 
and effort in the laboratory. While this method is easier and quicker, yet it is 
presented to the profession primarily for its greater accuracy. Bridges may be 
made in two sittings and cases considered difficult or impossible because of tilted 


abutments, become as simple as those not so involved. In short, how to make a 
better bridge in less time.
